doubts they entertained as to the 
fitness of the people to have such 
heavy responsibilities imposed upon 
them. Public attention bas once 
again been directed to this subject 
by the issue of a Decree 
8th instant granting perm 
any one to present suggestions to 
the Throne as to the best and 
speediest manner of introducing 
pwliamentary representation and a 
Constitu'ion into the Empire. Every 
‘lity for so doing i to be pebided: 
Permission is to be given to those 
residing in Peking, i 
personal rank or standing, to pre- 
sent their memorial through the 
Censorate, whilst those in the 
Provinces may do so through their 
Viceroys, Governors and Tartar- 
Generals. The stipulation is made 
however, that these high officials 
must first see to it that the sugges- 
tions presented shall be of a work- 
able and feasible nature and nob of 

















quent. ¢ of this Decree, 
Which-may be regarded as supple- 
mentary to the original one dealing 
with the subject, would scem to 
imply that the Empress-Dowager is 
in earnest in her desire to bring 
about these stupendous changes in 
the administrative machinery of the 
Empire. It also furnishes agratifying 
indication that she is fully awake 
to the necessity of endeavouring to 
gain the co-operation ofall wh may 

fe inany way qualified to offer wise 
suggestions as to the way in which 
the great work contemplated can 
best be undertaken. 

Students of Chinese history wi'l 
not need to be reminded that there 
is sufficient documentary proof 
that three millenniums “ago the 
Chinese people had some rudimen- 
tary conceptions of freedom and 

pular representation, H. E. the 
Famer Chinese Minister to Great 
Britain, in a paper recently read by 
him before the “China Society ” in 
London, pointed out the constitu- 
tional character of the Government 
in ancient China; and maintained 
that at that remote period there 





were germs of a constitutional 
tendency ingrained in the national 
mind of China; and the inference 
was drawn that, even so long after, 
they may be expected to germinate 
and ripen under favourable con- 
ditions, The most hopefal feature 
in the situation at the present time 
is undoubtedly the fact that the 
Empress-Dowager has seen the 
ison of sesorta ing the views 
and inviting the opinions of the 
people as well as the officials of the 
country—surely something new 
under the sun as far as China is 
concerned. On the other hand, 
however, it must not be furgotten 
that it is but a chori time since the 
Council'ors on Internal Government 
Reform received memorials from 
all the Viceroys, Governors and 
Tartar Generals’ concerning tho 
reorganization or arrangement of 
the various Provincial Administra- 
tions which, perhaps, may be con- 
sidered in some respects ns pre- 
liminary to the introduction of a 
Constitution, The longest memorial 
was from H.E. Chang Chih-tung, 
dealing in detail with the great 
harm, which, he believes, both 
Government and people will receive 
if the various Provincial Govern- 
ments were rearranged at the pre- 
sent juncture, He based his objec- 
tions on the con’ention that as the 
people are not so well educated and 
enlightened as foreigners, bad char- 
acters and ignorant people might 
take advantage of the self-adminis- 
trative powers conferred on them 
for mischievous purposes. He also 
referred to the lack of experienced 
and suitable officia's and others to 
perform the various duties after 
the reorganization. Notwithatand- 
ing that this would seem to imply 
that the reform movement is to be 
suspended for the time being, it 
cannot but be conceded thab the 
recent Edict must have the effect 
of reviving the hopes of all who are 
anxious to see the mach needed 
reforms brought about as speedily * 
as possible. The Edict lately issued 
eommanding Presidents and Vice- 
Presidents of the various Ministries 
toexamineanumberof men of ability 
coming under their notice as fitted to 
occupy important posts, and, after 
recording the qualification; of such 
persons, to hold them in readin ss 
for presentation to the Throne for 
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selection, is a step in the right 
direction, tending ss it does to 
eliminate nepotismand the selection, 
for impdrtant posts, of unsuitab! 
men. Finally, the Decree issued 
on the 7th instant in which all 
officials, high and low, are requested 
to use their best endeavours and 
energies in advancing and putting 
all reforms in order, to prepare the 
country for a Constitution and 
parliamentary representation, is n 
most hopeful indication of the views 
held ab the present time by the 
Empress-Dowager ond her advisers.

It is reported that the fleet will

ing the latest American territorial 
rights, The “Asahi” regrets that 
the fleet cannot visit Japon, and 
thus enable the Japanese to 
reassure the Americans of their 
sincerity, and also to reciprocate 
the hospitality shown to the Japa- 
nese fleet at Jamestown, Phe 
“Asahi” is however, compelled 
tourge the abrogation of Article 
II of the Commercin!

AIRSHIP. 
July 11. 

SoMErHina of more than merely 
sporting interest attaches to our 
recent telegram, announcing the 
failure of the long divtance balloon 
race of Great Britain, For while 
the English aeronauts were leaving 
ground a Ranelagh, a. Dane's 
Island, Spitzbergen, Mr. Walter 
Wellman the bold American ex- 
plorer, may have been already 
testing the great nirship in which, 
month hence, he hopes to fly over 
the 700 miles that now separate 
him from the Pole. If balloons 
were overcome by a thunderstorm 
how shall an airship, which, how- 
ever large and strongly built, is 
only a balloon with propeller, 
abile in the Arctic circle? And 
yet, a very super! exami- 
nation of Mr, Wellman’s scheme, 
compels us to reulize that it is the 
serious effort of an experienced 
brain. As prac ical evidence of 
this, there is the fact that Major 
Hearsey has been “lent” by the 
United Sintes Government to the 
expedition, as executive officer” and 
scientific observer. Since Mr. 
Wellman’s first experiments at 
Spitzbergen last summer, the air- 
ship has been lenzthened by 18f*., 
so that the balloon is now 184fb, 
long and 52ft. through a ite 
greatesd diameter, with a tutal 
lifting power of 19,5001b. An 
entirely new car and mechanical 

aipment have also been built. 
This in particular is a marvel of 
ingenuity.

except Bordeaux, are raising their

nearly eight million people in France 
‘are dependant on the wine industry, it 

ident that something will have to 
be done. The first thing is to find out 
the exact cause of the trouble. The 
country produces between fifty and 
sixty million hectolitres of wine every 
year. In 1900, an exceptionally good 
season, the output exceeded sixty-sevon 
million bectolitres. All this wine would 
be absorbed if twenty-five 
people were to drink slightly less than 
bottles day. This would not be ao 
excessive consumption for such 
country as France, although tho 
amount may appear large to inhabit- 
ante of countries which do not 
produce wi It is, therefore, 
evident that over production is not the 
wuse of the fallin prices. ‘The trouble 
is due partly to the manufacture aud sale 
of large quantities of liquid which can 
only b- erlied wine by courtesy, and to 
the growing predileotion of t 
themselves for alooholic drinks of « 
stronger nature. This is really the 
worst feature in the situation. The 
consumption of absinthe and other 
ta has increased in an extraordinary 
‘way, and poople who have oncy acquired 
a taste for these liquids find wi 

coase to drink it, T! of 
absinthe is not conficed to the north, 
‘but has spread all o1 districts, the 
inhabitants of which are now loudest 
in complaining that cannot ell 
their wine at x remunerative price, In 
fact, the south may fai ly be repr. ached 
with mot practising what it proaches, 
inasmuch as it seta other people the bad 
example of not drinking its own wine. 
‘The total consumption of absinthe in

Tho Assistance 
Publique, for instauce, spends £1,600 
year moro than it used to do on

BURMAH-CHINA 
FRONTIER. 


The Mandalay-Kanlon ferry line, 
which was to become the main railway 
connexion between Burmah and Yunnan 
‘was stopped by Lord Ourson at Lashio, 
on the ground that the line offered no 
promise of return commensurate with 
the heavy cost. The line doos not pay 
at present, and the extension on th 
motre-gauge from Lashio to 
Salween river is estimated to cost over 
crore of rupees for its length of loss 
than ninety-five miles, 

To tho meantime another railway 
connexion betwoen Burmab and Yunnan 
bas boon soggested, this being the 
Bhamo-Momein (Toogyuen), which 
follows an existing route from 
Tali-fu, an important tradiog centre in 
Chinese territory. Moreover, the devo- 
loptnont of electric traction for railways 
has improved tho prospects of this 
route, on which there is abundant water- 
power that might be made available, 
‘A reconnaissance survey has been made 
for a 2ft, Gio, line worked by electric 
power. The country is very bad, and 
the lino would have io cross a series of 
hills and snddlebacks, but it can be 
built and worked with very sharp 
curves. ‘The cost is roughly estimated 
at two Iakbs = mile for the whole 
length. *

THE PLOT TO KILL 
THE TSAR. 


been made scquainted, the 
correspondent of “Ihe Standard” 
telegraphed on May 22, with the fol- 
lowing details of the plot agsinat the 
Tear, of which an outline was given 
by M. Stolypin, the Premier, to the 
Du ‘Tuesday last. These partio- 
ulars show the fertility of resource 
‘and the deadly intensity of purpose 
which cbaracterize the Terrorist or- 
ganization. 

‘The iuformatior, which is derived 
from Court circles at Tssrskoe Selo, 
indicates that the conspirators aimed 
pot only at the life of his Majesty but 
‘at that of his infant son, the ‘Tearevich 
(bora July 30, 1908), A Russian rt 


































"as the bodyguard of the Tear is 
formed, Sho “converted” the soldier, 
‘as sho thought, to revolutionary princi 
ples, and offered him £800 if he would 
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attempt the life of his Imperial master, 

‘Tear, and that of the Tssrevich. 
The assassination was to be accomplish- 
ed on April 2, whoo the Cossack’s turn 
came to guard bis Majesty's apartments. 

Tho soldier demanded £1,000 as blood 
‘money, and the negotiations were pro- 
longed’ until shortly before the date 
named, when the Cossack informed the 
adjutant of Prince Trubetzkoy, com- 
mander of the Palaco Guards, of the 
efforts which had beea made to seduce 
him from 
directed the Cossack to appea 
With the place of the conspirators aod 
to do as they directed him. As he was 
proceeding to the palace on the fateful 
‘evening to assume bis guard duty two 
men, who had to conceal 
themselves in a shrubbery at Tearskoo 
Selo, beckoned to him and handed him 
two inferoal machines, each scarcely 
larger than a watch. Wonderful work- 
manship was shown in their construc- 
tion, and, although so small, they 
contained oxplosives of enormous power. 
‘The Cotaack was directed to place them 
bonoath the beds of the Tsar and the 
‘Taarevich. 

The guard promised to carry out 
these instructions, but instead, banded 
the infernal machines to his superior 
officers, At the same time messures 
had beon takon for the arrest of the 
conspirators. The palace had boon 
surrounded on all sides by troops, aud 
the cordon being narrowed the 
wore captured. Their accomplices, 
whose whereabouts bad been sscer- 
tained, wore also arroatod. In thi 
plot, which aimed. at the remo 

ht of the Tsar and the beir to 
the throne of All the Russias, was foiled 
in the very moment which the revolu- 
tionaries had chosen for the execution 
of their atrocious plans.

The trade of Fak’umen hs 
led down considerably since the

The principal importa are foreign 
yarn, kerosene oil, and cotton piece- 
goods, which come by way of New- 
chwang, Hsiomintun, and Tiebling ;

Wenchows.—Arrivals have been small and have met 
with a ready demand at about the same rates as the 
Opening prices last year. ‘The Teas are better in every 
respect than last season and fully warrant the attention 
buyers are paying them. 


Country Tea.—Moyunes—These Teas have arrived 
before the nearer Aychows which is quite unusual, The 
few chops sold are all of good liquoring quality, but fail in 
a pee. Prices are much on a par with those ruling 
at the opening last year. 

Lines.—Hysons, Chun Mees, Sou Mees, and Foong 
‘Mees of good quality have met with a strong competition 
and bave fetched very full rates, Batoum buyers are the 
sole operators. Chun Mees have changed hands at Ts, 
80—85, Foong Mees at Tis, 50-55 and Hyson at Tis.
